4-Lane Highway 


Within one and one-half years there will be a new 
four-lane U.S. 2-41 between Gladstone and Rapid River. 
Completion of the $3.5 million project is scheduled 
by the Department of State Highways for Nov. 15, 1971. 
Bids for the improvement were opened in Lansing 
on Wednesday, but the State Highway Commission did 
not report on low bidders until today. 
Bacco Construction Co. and Proksch Construction 
Co., Iron River, were joint bidders. Their bid of $3,555,- 
748 was low and their contract was approved. 
Described as a widening and relocation of the high­ 
way, the 6.3 miles of grading and drainage structures 
begins at the Soo Line spur track in Gladstone and ex­ 
tends northerly to Rapid River. 
There will be single and dual 24 foot concrete pave­ 
ment and construction of four bridge structures on the 
relocation. 
The improvement will be one of the most traveled 
trunklines in the Upper Peninsula and will eliminate a 
section of roadway that at present is narrow, hazardous, 
and located through a resort and residential area.

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Waste Recycling 


When the environmental teach-in was held 
last April, one of the recommended solutions to 
the problem of improving the environment that 
kept cropping up in remarks of the various 
speakers was “re-cvcling.” Briefly, this refers 
to the practice of putting into use some waste 
product of manufacturing process. 
For instance, if Reserve Mining Co. could 
find some practical use for the 67.000 tons of 
tailings that it dumps into Lake Superior at 
Silver Bay, Minn., each dy, the company would 
not be plagued with the pollution problem that 
now confronts it. The tailings would be “re­ 
cycled into some productive capacity. 
Reserve Mining has not found a means of 
re-cycling its waste materials, but some corpora­ 
tions have succeeded in utilizing waste products 
that otherwise would be pollutants. One of them 
is Halliburton Services, headquartered in Dun­ 
can, Okla., the largest individual purchaser of 
fly ash in the world. 
Fly ash is the by-product of burning coal. 
When released in quantity, it begrimes the at­ 
mosphere. Fly ash has soiled many housewives* 
wash that was hung outside to dry and has 
been a perennial problem in industrial areas. 
Halliburton Co. researchers discovered that 
fly ash is ideal for well cementing or grouting. 
When added to the basic cementing material, fly 
ash cuts down weight, resists corrosive under­ 
ground waters and usually lessens overall cost 
of the operation. 
Halliburton purchases fly ash from electric 
utilities which place precipators on smokestacks 
to collect the w’aste material. This year, Halli­ 
burton will use the equivalent of a 136-mile long 
freight train loaded with fly ash. 
“Finding a practical use for a pollutant — 
such as our experience with fly ash — may be 
the best approach to improving our environ­ 
ment,” said Don H. Hathom, Halliburton’s vice 
president for research. “Tile agent that one 
plant is discharging into a river may be what 
another plant a hundred miles away can use 
in its operation.”

Another examnle of re-cycling was reported 
by the Associated Press, which said a two-month 
experiment by General Motors Corp. in the 
vicinity of Traverse City may provide a solution 
to the problem of removing abandoned cars from 
rural areas, where they create eyesores. 
GM proposes to remove, free of charge, any 
abandoned cars within 20 miles of Traverse City 
for the next eight weeks. The cars will be hauled 
to a local auto wrecking yard at GM’s expense. 
Usable material will be sent to foundries. 
Roger M. Ryes, executive vice president of 
GM, said the test is to learn whether the pro­ 
gram for removing abandoned cars is econom­ 
ically feasible. He said there is no intent to in­ 
terfere with scran collection methods in Traverse 
City but added that moving cars from outlying 
areas is too costly for most scran yard onerators. 
Ryes predicted that the tests will show “we have 
devised a system that not only will remove the 
accumulation of abandoned vehicles from the 
countryside but a system that will be so econ­ 
omically self-sustaining that we can virtually 
eliminate the possibility of such accumulations 
occurring again.” 
Everyone concerned with the quality of the 
environment can only hope he’s right. 


Crumbling Capitol 


The historic west front of the U. S. Capitol 
Building, buttressed with heavy timbers, con­ 
tinues to crumble, but Congress seems no closer 
to a decision on the problem than when experts 
first noted the deterioration several years ago. 
This particular part of the Capitol is especial­ 
ly noteworthy 
historically and 
architectural­ 
ly. As a result of successive expansions and mod­ 
ernizations, the last being the late Capitol archi­ 
tect J. George Stewart's misguided demolition 
and extension of the east front, these crumbling 
walls are all that remain exposed to view' of the 
original Capitol Building. 
Built of Sandstone from George Washing­ 
ton’s quarry, the walls of the west front are the 
last visible link to the infant days of the repub­ 
lic. Directly to the west are the graceful terraces 
and landscaping designed by the noted American 
landscape artist, Frederick Taw Olmstead. 
Under the plan which Stewart insisted on, 
the west front would be extended, as was the 
east front previously, obliterating the venerable 
walls and Olmstead’s cherished work as well. 
Stewart as close to prevailing when an angry 
outcry from professional architects and other 
groups caused Congress to reconsider instead 
the possibility of restoring the west front to 
its original condition. With the recent death of 
its leading advocate, the Stewart plan may be 
put aside once and for all. 
The American Institute of Architects has 
come forth with a notable proposal to restore 
the original walls and replace deteriorating sec­ 
tions with stone from the same quarry, and 
Congress has authorized a study of the feas­ 
ibility of such action. President Nixon signed the 
act into law’ last December, but six months later 
the study has not begun and the contract has 
not even been awarded. 
Meanwhile the cracks open a little wider 
and an important part of America’s heritage 
continues to crumble. Some engineers, in fa c t, 
fear for the safety of ti 2 Capitol dome should 
deterioration go unchecked. Is it too much to 
hope that our plodding bureaucracy will work a 
little faster than the grinding elements?
